Lack Power For Nearly

Bearing out warnings that 
transformers were overloaded, 
given .earlier in the year by 
Councillor W. W. Osborne, chair- 
man of the water and light com- 
mittee, and C. C. Rachar, electri- 
cal foreman, two serious break- 
downs occurred on Saturday. 

The first breakdown occurred 
at 12.45 p.m. and left the Niagara- 
Queen district without power 
until 4.30 p.m. The cause was 
the burning out of an overloaded 
transformer. This was an old 
transformer and will cost about 
$200 to replace. 

The second breakdown occur- 
red on Saturday evening on Main 
St. when merchants were serious- 
ly inconvenienced and lost an 

amount of business which It is 

impossible to estimate. Clothing 
and dry goods merchants suffer- 
ed most. Main St. store lights 
from Bolton's Bakery down to 
Cousins* Dairy were out from 
9.30 to 11.50 p.m. 

The theatre had to close down, 
without giving the second show, 
and had to turn away a full 
house, returning ticket money to 
a large number. 

Members of the council asked 
for an explanation of the Main 
St. breakdown at a meeting on 
Monday evening. 

Councillor Osborne read the 
following statement prepared by 
Mr. Rachar: "A survey of the 
load on Main St., affected Satur- 
day evening, shows that there is 
a connected load of 232 kilowatts 
of commercial services exclusive 
of domestic services. The actual 
load on this bank of 100 kilowatts 
capacity was 207 kilowatts. 

"The carrying of overloads of 
100 per cent or better gradually 
carbonizes the insulation between 
turns in the coils until such a 
condition develops that there is a 
short circuit within the coil. 

"This condition reached the cli- 
max in one transformer, blowing 
out the fuse, dumping the load 
back on the other transformers, 
which in turn blew the respective 
fuses until the last one on the 
bank burned off the secondary 
leads. 

"A temporary measure would 
be to install at least two more 25 
kilowatt transformers and divide 
this bank up so as not to affect 
such a large portion of Main St. 
at one lime. This would give us 
150 kilowatts of transformer cap- 
acity to carry the load but docs 

not allow for much increase in 
load." f . 

"That is an overload of over 100 
per cent," commented Mr. Os- 
borne. 

"Did you know it was over- 
loaded?" asked Reeve Dr. L. W. 
Dales. 

"Most of that overload has 
been put on this year," said Mr. 
Osborne. "Several stores have 
been fixed up with additional 
lights."

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HOW SAVE DEMOCRACY? 

• 

, How are we to preserve democracy.? Can we 
really preserve democracy by Increasing arma- 
ments, by improving our military defences, by 
furnishing arguments for others to increase their 
defences too? Or is there any other way to help 
democracy? Is the only alternative not to arm, 
not to prepare to defend ourselves? It seems to 
us that the answer to these questions depends a 
good deal on what we understand by democracy. 

. * * 

Where Democracy Isn't 

We are agreed that there is not democracy in a 
country where there is not government by ejected 
representatives, where there is not a free press 
in which citizens may criticize their government, 
where there are not schools where honest men 
and women may teach according to their own 
honesty and not necessarily according to the 
philosophy of their government. Some of us will 
go further and say that there is no real democracy 
where economic power is in the hands of minor- 
ities, for people are coming more and more to 
believe that economic power is greater than 
political power. Few wield really great political 
power in a "democratic" country, for politicians 
must be to a great extent guided by the criticism 
of their opponents and the insatiable demands of 
their supporters, but many men wield great 
conomic power. Every employer, every board of 
directors, every manager of a business has a 
power which, it seems to us, is more real and 
more likely to be abused than the power of a 
politician. The private individual, the private 
bu sines \ is not subject to the criticism which 
politicians must face and answer, and often 
individuals at the head of great businesses may 
make changes of policy affecting thousands with- 
out consulting anyone, whereas the politician 
must be able to persuade legislatures or constitu- 
ents that what he has done Is best. 



about fitting round pegs into square holes. This 
perfectly good argument in favor of vocational 
high schools, which cannot come too soon, may 
becloud the fact that there are many children 
who do not go to high school for reasons other than 
that they are not interested in a matriculation 
course. When the vocational high schools Ret 
going there will still be a lot of boys and girls 
who are not going to high school at all. The fault 

may lie with the parents, or public school 
teachers, that they have not made the boy or 
girl see the vital importance to himself or herself 
of getting as much education as possible. Wher- 
ever the fault lies, it is tragic that there are so 
many boys and girls, with no sense that they are 
making a short-sighted decision, not going on to 
high school, or blithely dropping out before they 
are half through. There are real obstacles in the 
way of most young people going on to university, 
but there are no insuperable obstacles in the way 
of any northern York county :boy or girl taking 
advantage ot the free and invaluable opportunities 
for a better education provided at the public 
expense. It is an opportunity that will not come 
again later in life.

U'c Iiook To The Schools 

Some of us will go still further and say that 
there Ir no real democracy in a country where, 
though we may be free to hold and express 
whatever opinions we wish, our educational sys- 
tem is such that we all think pretty much alike, 
or where our education is such that in moments 
of panic we can all be made to scrap conclusions 
reached in saner moments for an hysterical mass 
opinion. It seems to us that democracy should 
be preserved in the schools. With the tremendous 
improvement in the means of communication, and 
the speeding up of communications, and particu- 
larly with the almost universal use of the radio, 
a democratic education, as a protection against 
mass hysteria, has become more important than 
ever it was. Our schools should produce boys 
and girls who think not necessarily as capitalists, 
nor necessarily as socialists, or necessarily as 
militarists, or as' pacifists, but boys and girls who 
are accustomed to hear popular and unpopular 
points of view well expressed and are still able 
to stick to the point of view that seems to them- 
selves to be best. 

rominunism Should Be Ably Advocated 

If communism is a bad thing, then we should 
certainly expose our school children to commun- 
istic ideas, and to answers to the communist 
ideas. If capitalism is really a good thing, then 
our school children should hear all that can he 
said against it as well as all that can be said for 
it. If militarism is a good thing then our school 
children should hear all that can be said against 
it. If it is a bad thing, they should hear all that 
can be said for' it, If they do not hear these 
conflicting viewpoints when they are young, if 
they do not learn to hear and resist convincing 
arguments, if they do not learn to think their own 
way through the controversial problems of the 
day, there can be no real democracy. Our school 
children should not discuss merely the questions 
of the days of Caesar and of Cromwell, but also 
the questions of our own day. Our teachers 
should be given a freer hand, and not be sub- 
jected to criticism whenever they have sufficient 
initiative to organize a debate cm communism or 
patriotism or pacifism. Good causes cannot be 
injured by deep-going discussion. 

A Real Democracy 

It may be supposed that our idea of a democracy 
is therefore n country in which tho citizens do 
not think alike. There will be more real agree- 
ment in a country whose citizens arc accustomed 
to the give and take of debate, and more real 
harmony in a country whose citizens, however 
differently they may think, cannot be stampeded 
by demagogues. Our idea of a democracy Is n 
country whose citizens respect the principle of 
the rule of the majority and are sufficiently alert 
Intellectually that tho majority really do rule. 
Wc do not suppose that there are many democ- 
racies in the world today. Russia is probably 
ruled in the interests of a majority, but It Is 
certainly not ruled by n majority. The United 
States is ruled by a minority of industrialists, 
financiers, ami political bosses. We do not know 
sufficient nbout the much-praised Scandinavian 
countries to say that they are democracies. Cut 
we do believe that here fn Canada, If wo would 
give our teachers freedom to educate our children 
continuously, wc could have In a generation one 
of the greatest democracies in nil history. We 
believe Hint teachers should bo put in a position 
of as much Independence as judges in permanence 
of appointment mid In remuneration according to 
qualification*. We believe that monoy (which 
docs not try to dictate to tho teachers) spent on 
education will do more than monoy spont on 
armaments to make the world safe for domocrocy, 
though that proposition could be debated. 



THIS AUTUMN BUSINESS 

Autumn is the final triumphant note of the 
summer symphony. There is a blare of glorious 
color, more joyous than all the sweetness of 
summer, but foretelling the coming of winter. 
Nothing is here for tears. Fortunate are they 
to whom it is given to die 'in the autumn of life/ 7 
By that we understand not just that a man or 
woman was old. but that he or she had lived a 
full life, a green summer of struggle and growth, 
and had reached a time of dwindling strength but 
of kindling joy. 



THE ROYAL VISIT 

If King George and Queen Elizabeth come to 
Canada next spring, as is now planned, their visit 
will he the biggest event of the year in Canada, 
and the biggest event of many a year. Never 
have riding British sovereigns visited their largest 
oversea dominion. Never has there been such 
good reason for the ruling sovereigns to visit 
Canada. During the reign of King George V the 
relationship of Canada to the sovereign changed. 
At the beginning of his reign Canada was a col- 
ony, a self-governing colony it is true, but never- 
theless a colony communicating with the sovereign 
through the British government. At tho end of 
the reign Canada had become an equal partner 
with Britain in the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, with the Canadian government commun- 
icating direct with the king through the governor- 
general. Canada has become one of the British 
kingdoms. 

A True Fairy Story 

Kings and kingdoms are old-fashioned, remin- 
iscent of fairy stories. That is true, and yet 
strangely enough the British people never felt so 
unanimously about tho value of a king oven in 
the days when kings were not old-fashioned. 
Successful forms of government are usually the 
result of growth, and the Hritlsh form of govern- 
ment is nbout the best example there is of a form 

of government that has just grown. It has 

revealed adaptability to change and the ability to 
grow, and it is not likely to bo scrapped lightly 
for some modern scientific form of government. 



FIRST LOG SCHOOL 

Newmarket public school children are working 
on a local history project this year. A couple 
of youngsters are going to build a replica of 
Newmarket's first log school, which, thoy say, 
used to stand near the present Alexander Muir 
school. There is no more Interesting approach to 
tho history of Canada and of other parts of tho 
world than through the history of our own lluio 
corner. When wo begin to study tho nineteenth 
century through our own grandparents* and great-, 
grandparents' eyes, history becomes a vivid story. 
Incidentally, tho local history project will work 
in vory nicely with tho Newmarket old boys' 
reunion.

Gets 6 Months 
And $500 Fine 

A fine of lOOOaund costs plus n 
Jail sentence of six months was the 
penalty Imposed on Thomas B. 
Foster, Knsl Gwllllmbury township, 
for possession of Illegal spirits, by 
Magistrate W. F. WoodHffc in 
police court here on Tuesday. In 
default of payment of the fine 
another six months In jail must he 
served. A gallon jug of swamp 
whiskey was also ordered to be 
confiscated. 

Defence counsel J. G. Kdlson 
served notice of an appeal to tho 
magistrate. Foster will bo held In 
custody till ball Is set by the 
county court in Toronto. 

"On Sept. 23 at 3 n. in. I went 
along with an operator to Foster's 
house," testified Constable W. R. 
Casement, Richmond Hill. "I saw 
Foster outside his house and then 
he went across the road to some 
bUHhes and brought buck a gallon 
jar of swamp whiskey to our car. 
X arranged to go back ond pay for 
It but no price was set. We 
immediately drove hack to where 
Constable Walt and Constable 
Nlchol, It. C. M. P.. wore waiting. 
Constable Nlchol took possession 
of the whiskey and then we went 
back to the accused's and Constable 
Nlchol placed Poster under arrest," 

At this point tho Jug of swamp 
whiskey was entered as an exhibit. 

"Was it raining?" questioned 
defence counsel. 

"No, It was ea'ily lit tin* morning," 
answered Constable Casement. 

"You were in the ear with 
anot her p « r « <» n wcrqn't you?" 

"Yes." 

"Who was that Mprf" 

"I object to that question" tttnifHl

"It was transferred to his car at 
the park and when it was brought 
to the police office here the seal of 
seizure and labels were placed on 
it in my presence," answered 
Constable Casement. 

"Did you ever see the accused 
with the bottle?" asked Mr. 
Mathews. 

"Ye3, Z saw him bring the bottle 
from the opposite side of the road." 

"Did the operator go with Foster 
to get the bottle?" "Ko." 

Constable Nlchol testified that 
after the jug of spirits was placed 
in his car he went to Foster's 
accompanied by Constables Watt, 
Casement, and Windsor. "I found 
him at the back of the hou.se and 
Casement identified him as the 
man who had produced the spirits 

in question, then I arrested the 

accused," the constable stated. 
"Foster went in to change fits 
clothes and then he came to j 
Newmarket, where the seizure 
labels, initials, etc., were placed on 
the jug. after which I took the 
accused to Toronto and lodged him 
in the jail," said the constable. "A 
sample of the whiskey was taken 
out, placed in a pint jur, and sent 
to the dominion analyst. A certifi- 
cate of analysis showed that the 
whiskey tested 69-8% proof spirits." 

"Then Constable Ca&cmcnt was 
wrong In saying your car with the 
jug went right back to Newmar- 
ket?" asked Mr. Edison. "Yes." 

"Who was present when the seals 
were placed on the bottle?" 

"Constables Watt, Sloss, Case- 
ment, and myself." 

"Was this done in the presence 
of the accused?" "Yes." 

"Why didn't you say that?" "I 
was only thinking of the police, 
and not the accused, as he was 
present all the time." 

"Then what happened to the 
bottle?" "It was locked in the 
back of my car anil then removed 
to my trunk, where it was again 
locked In until I opened It the 
following morning and removed n 
sample," answer e d Constable 
Nlchol. * 

"Can you say how the seal on top 
of the sample in the pint jar got 
cut in two?" "No." 

.The magistrate then asked for 
the defence, 

Mr. Hdison told the magistrate 
that he did noi wish to offer any 
defence evidence and he moved for 
dismissal on a number of grounds. 

"Constable Casement's evidence 
Is not tho kind of evidence to he 
relied on, ns ho changed his story 
several times," stated Mr. Edison. 
'Tho constable never got out of the 
car, driven by a man he never 
knew before. I suggest that the 
operator should have been here and 
questioned by me, as the liquor 
might have been In his possession. 
Secondly, the seal that Is broken on 
tho sample has not been Identified. 
I suggest that this is not official, as 
another seal is always placed over 
the broken seal." 

"The certificate shows that the 
seal was not broken when It was 
received at Ottawa," stated the 
magistrate. 

•That doesn't nny who broke It 
afterward," stated Mr. XCdlson. 
"I am quite satisfied that the 

crown have made out n case," 
Stated Mnglstrnto Woodliffo. "J am 
quite safe In saying that the con- 
stable is not experienced In giving 
evidence, but ho told us the facts, 
and I find tho accused guilty of the 
charge." 

"In November. 1030, the accused 

was convicted by Magistrate Keith 
of keeping n still, and in January, 
1037, mi appeal against the Hentenco 
was its? a in la a q d," mated Mr.

- To confound the critics who 
have voiced their belief that we 
don't read The Era, we draw 
attention to the following excerpt 
from the Vivian news of last 
week;

To our minds, the two para- 
graphs quoted above contain one

with drama and thrills . . . the 

story thai, in this daze and age, 
some folk still find their religion 
worth working for. 

We would like to read more of 
such stories. We could wish that 
everybody with a leaning toward 
Christian thinking and living 
could be given hammer and saw, 
and the privilege of shaping out 
his own church. 

When a man takes a few pre- 
cious hours away from the har- 
vest and pours his sweat, instead, 
over the rising beams of his own 
worshipping place, he docs well. 
The sweat will annoint the 
church for him. we think, more 
sweetly than would any other 
gift. 

When a church echoes with the 
self-imposed labor of its mem- 
bers, as one does in Vivian this 
week, the sound of an expensive 
organ is not needed. Backs bent 
with such toil present the most 
sincere attitude of prayer. Mem- 
bers of the new Vivian church 
will need seek neither church 
"atmosphere" nor preaching 
"dramatics" to obtain belter 
Christian teaching. 

We would refer to the pastor 
of the new Vivian church, Mr. 
Rowan, all those who feel they 
are making a sacrifice when they 
tear themselves away from their 
radios long enough to be present 
at the Sunday evening services. 
We imagine Mr. Rowan can tell 
them a few things. 

MR. LEE CAN SMILE 

That little bit of sleight-of- 
hand at the council on Monday 
night worked out all right. They 
are short one councillor but they 
pulled a brand-new town solici- 
tor out of the hat. 

The appointment of Lome C. 
Lee as town solicitor was, we 
think, a good one. Mr. Lee, in 
his four years as councillor, 
learned a lot concerning town 
affairs and the fact that he lives 
In and does business in Aurora 
gives him a definite interest in 

the town's welfare. 

We arc not worrying about Mr. 
Leo's ability to fill his new posi- 
tion, hut we are worrying about 
the council's ability to fill Mr. 
Lee's position on the council. Mr. 
Loe, wo might remind you, is or 
was the chairman of the finance 
committee. 

The chairman of the finance 
committee, has, to our mind, one 
of the nastiest jobs on the coun- 
cil, and one that does not tend to 
make the job-holder popular. 
He gels a good deal of the blame 
for the tax rate— and who ever 
heard of n popular tax rate? 

But if he tries to save money 
for the town, he draws not praise, 
but curses upon his head. He 
has tlte unpleasant job of saying 
"Haiti" to plans that would give 
Aurora super-sidewalks, brighter 
lights or wetter water. 

Those who ask the council for 
favor*; in the way of grants may 
often find Mr, Lee a stumbling 
block. And those whose hills to 
the council are high or un- 
usual in any way are apt to find 
them held III) for a month, while 
Mr, Lee and his cohorts look it 
over. All of which does not 
make for popularity. For the 
people who want the tax rate 
lowered inoslt are oflen those who 
kick hardest when the economiz- 
ing affects them. 

We want our sidewalk fixed 
and we want a grant for the 
Aurora Yacht Club, and we want 
a lower tax rate. What happens? 
We fail to get the grant for the 
yacht club and hoy-oh-boy we'll 
fix that guy Lee when the elec- 
tions come around. 

That, dear friends, is the sort 
of thing that ages finance com- 
mittee chairmen. It's a fine tri- 
bute to Lome C. that he man- 
nged to gel re-elected Inst year. 
It's also a tribute to the common 
sense of the electors. 

And when we meet Mr. Leo on 
ihe streets these days, If we'ro 
not mistaken, there's o mischlov- 
ous twinklo In Ills eye, He's 
probably thinking of the man 
who will have to fill his shoes as 
finance chairman. For whoever 
fills his shoes will got his toes 
stepped on. — Jf. F. W.

"Wherever a beer parlor stands 
today, it affects the boys and 
girls of today and tomorrow," 
Mrs. White declared. "With the 
child lies the future of the race. 

Liquor is the greatest factor in 

leading young folk into delin- 
quency. It is contributing large- 
ly to unemployment and to pov- 
erty. It has been called the most 
degrading of evils. 

"Alcohol is not a food or a 
stimulant. It is a narcotic of the 
most poisonous form. The satoon 
is the nursery of crime," the 
speaker said. 

"The unfortunate part of cock- 
tail drinking is that 90 per cent 
of the drinkers are married 
women," Mrs. White staled. 

"The beverage rooms must go 
because of the people who spend 
lime and money there," she said. 
"I have not been in one, but I 
have had them described to me, 
and they must go. Beer is the 
worst because so much of it is 
drunk that a larger percentage 
of alcohol is drunk in this way."

'i>6 you know what I was 

thinking about as I sat at the 

ploughman's banquet the other 
night?" asked a man who has 
made considerable contribution 
to the betterment of rural Ont- 
ario. "I was just wondering 
what :the results would be if a 
fellow could take a test of the 
seed that all these ploughmen 
are going to sow next spring on 
their well ploughed land." 

Only the other day I was driv- 
ing along through" part of another 
county of southern Ontario. 
"Look at that for good plough- 
ing," said my companion. "But 
look at the stubble," I replied. 
The ploughed land was a thing of 
beauty, but the unplowed stub- 
ble bore evidence of more weeds 
than grain. And there was a fair 
chance that the field wa. being 
so very well ploughed that an- 
other year it. might grow still 
more weeds and still less grain. 

The man who raised the ques- 
tion about the ploughmen's seed 
believes very thoroughly in the 
values of good ploughing. But 
ploughing, like patriotism, is not 
enough. Of course it is an art 
in itself. In the words of a writer 
of long ago: "In the straightness 
of his furrow is the farmer's 
prayer." But with the prayer the 
farmer's worship is not complete. 

There is all the range of works 
in production. There is the' 



preparation of a valuable market 
product or a number of products. 
There is a question of cost of pro- 
duction and the related one of 
marketing at a fair price. There 
is the matter of purchasing for 
farm and home. There are all 
the choices that are to be made 
about home and home life and 
the spending of one's time. All 
these things enter into rural life 

and living. 

It is so easy for us to run away 
with the idea that if one achieves 
good ploughing all else will fol- 
low. I am not entirely convinced 
that there is as much relation be- 
tween the straightness of a man's 
furrow and the straightness of 
his business and social life as 
promoters of ploughing matches 
would have us believe. It does 
not follow that excellence in one 
field of endeavor is carried over 
into another. The hand may be 
steady and the eye alert yet the 
heart may not be right. And we 
must require of ourselves not 

merely conformity to recognized 
principles of honest relations but 
a community effort which identi- 
fies the welfare of others with 
our welfare. 

Oh yes! we started about 
ploughing. And I was going to 
say Jthat we need broad educa- 
tion which leads rural people to 
not only plough better but to be- 
come better farmers and belter 
citizens.

Garden Surprises

Usually those of us who work 
our own gardens know just what 
to expect in the way of crops. 
Last week we were told of some 
surprises that came to two of our 
King families. The Gellatlys, 
having only a small garden at 
the home, planted potatolcs on a 
part of Mrs. Wm. Crossley's land. 
This strip was at the south end 
of the long lot. The potatoes had 
been cultivated all right, but a 
mixture of .other crops grew 
also, and when the Gellallys vis- 
ited their potato patch they 
thought they were seeing things. 

There were citrons, pepper 
squash and . tomatoes, red and 
yellow, in abundance, fifty large 
citrons and as many more small 
ones, a couple of bushels of pep- 
per squash, and tomatoes every- 
where. Mrs. Gellatly says sow 
your seed in the compost heap! 

When this was told to Mrs. 
Ross Walker, she had a story of 
another kind to tell. In the spring j 
they Had bought a whole flat of 
plants. Peppers — they expected — 
when poppers were needed for 
pickles. Well, they were the 
queerest peppers — they were 
husks. They were not peppers. 
but ground cherries. Well, 
ground cherries make good pre- 
serves, and there were baskets 
full of them. So that was another 
surprise. 

Do you know beans? . When 
harvesting my field beans, I 
often think or "some yielded 30 
fold, some (10 and .some IG0 fold," 

and t choose a few plant:;, strip 
off the pods, and count the beans. 

The Boston beans, a large white 
round bean, most delicious in 
•oup — yield only n medium crop, 
(>(> or 70 as nn average, hut an 
occasional plant yielded a hun- 
dred and over beans. And that

good plate of soup. The small j 
white field beans used for baked; 
beans, or boiled, or soup, yield 
a higher average. When harvest- 
ing this crop, I picked out a few 
plants and tested them; The first 
plant yielded 54 pods, containing 
300 beans. The second plant of 
37 pods produced 160 beans, the 
third of 34 pods, 164 beans, mak- 
ing a total of 024 beans— half a 
bowl full, enough for a good bean 
course for a dinner, grown from 
3 beans. Four more plants pro- 
duced 206, 204, 282 and 2«0 beans, 
a total of 072— and filled the 
bowl!"
